IN TREATY AGTION 


Palmer Holds That Peace Proc- 
lamation Depends on the 
Senate’s Course. 


WETS TRY TO UNITE BILLS. 


Working in Congress to Cause 
Delay in the Enforcement 
Legislation.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The question 
whether President Wilson will consider 
it possible to declare a state of peace 
prior to ratification of the treaty of 
peace by the United States Senate was 
much discussed today when it became 
known that not only the full resumption 
of trade relations with Germany, but the 
lifting of the ban on wartime prohibi- 
tion, might be involved in his decision. 


Interpretations by Attorney General 
Palmer made ft appear to@ay” that’ in 
his opinion President Wilson might not 
feel that he was empoweréd-to isaue a 
proclamation of peace prior to the actual 
ratification of the treaty by the Senate 
without reservations, which would 
threaten to nullify {ts validity. Mr. 
Palmer held also that the provisions of 
the Trading With the Enemy act and 
the Wartime Prohibition act would re- 
main effective untél the formal declara- 
tion of peace by the President, and that, 
therefore, it might not be within the 
power of the President to lift completely 
the bans provided for by these acts un- 
til there had been ratification of the 
treaty by the Senate. 

The section of the Trading With the 
Enemy act which covers this point pro- 
vides that ‘‘the end of the war shall 
be the date of the proclamation of the 
exchange of ratifications of the treaties 
unless the President by proclamation 
declares a prior date, in which event 
such. prior date shall be the end of the 
War.” 

An interpretation of this section is 
that the treaty must be ratified by the 
Senate before peace can be proclaimed 
formally but that after such-ratifica- 
tion the President may, in his discre- 
tion, proclaim peace without waiting 
for the actual physical exchange of the 
ratifications. 


Expect Statement from Wilson. 


The wartime prohibition issue be- 
came tangled up im the controversy 
when attention was called to the fact 
that the prohibition legislation provided 
that it should be unlawful to sell liquor 
after June 30, 1919, “‘ until the conclu- 
sion of the present war and thereafter 
until the termination of demobilization, 
the date of which shall be. determined 
and proclaimed by the President, &c. 

It is expected that this situation will 
be clarified by the President shortly 
after his return to the United States 
next week, when he will have an oppor- 
tunity to obtain first-hand information 
concerning the general situation in re- 
gard to the Peace Treaty and to-confer 
with the Attorney General. It is possi- 
ple that a formal announcement will be 
made at that time which -will end all 
doubt. 

In the meantime opponents of the 
League of Nations covenant are making 
the charge that there is a tendency on 
the part of Administration leaders to 
rally about them’ in support of quick 
ratification of. the Peace Treaty /the

WEIMAR TO RATIFY 
THE TREATY SOON? 


Germans at Versailles Expect 
the Assembly to Do So 
Early Next Week. 





BERLIN TALKS DIFFERENTLY 


Suggests That Action on Treaty 
_ May Be Deferred Till Lat- 
ter Part of July. 


PARIS, July 2.—The Germans expect 
the ratification of the Peace Treaty the 
first of next week, according to a note 
gent to the Allies, . 

The note was one acknowledging the 
Allies’ stipulation that. the blockade 


-would -be~raised when the treaty was 
ratified: “The Geffhing also expressed [****’ 


the hope that German war prisoners 
would be released at the same time. 


BERLIN, (via London,) July 2, (As- 
@ociated Press,)—Ratification of the 
Peace Treaty by the German National 
Assembly will probably occur in the 
latter half of July. 

The Deutsche Aligemeine Zeitung yes- 
terday stated that it was authoritative- 
ly informed that no definite steps had 
as yet been taken by Germany for a 
Speedy ratification of the Peace Treaty, 
for the reason, presumably, that a num- 
ber of preliminary questions, particu- 
larly those exactly fixing the frontiers 
in ‘regions to be ceded, must first be 
settled. 


AFRICAN COLONY FOR ITALY? 


Paris Discusses Compensation for 
Accepting Adriatic Decision. 


PARIS, July 2.—The proposed solu- 
tion of the Italian problem being dis- 
cussed here, it is understood, contem- 
plates giving Italy certain colonial pos- 
sessions, probably. in Africa, in return 
for her support of the Peace Conference 
decision in the Adriatic settlement. 

The suggested solution has not been 
made public yet, but the idea has been 
advanced that either France or Great 
Britain might make such concessions in 
Africa, and this is being ' considered, 
tentatively. It is impossible, however, 
to predict what territory might be 
affected, since it is generally admitted 
that Great Britain and France would 
prefer to’ make some other sacrifices. 

It is said glso that Italy desires to 
acquire rights in Asia Minor; but it is 
pointed out that the attitude of Greece 


offers difficulties in that direction. 

An agreement between France and 
Great Britain concerning the division of 
the former Gérman-African possessions 
of thé Kamerun and Togoland, Le Petit 
Parisien says, will_ soon receive the ap- 
proval of the two Governments. 7

PARIS, July 2.—The following decision 
of the council of the principal allied and 
associated powers respecting the con- 
tinuation of the Supreme Economic 
Council was announced at the twenty- 
fifth meeting of the Economic Council 
held on Monday:

MEXICO CITY, paw 2.—Ygnacio Bo- 
nillas, Meéxicah Ambassador to the 
United States, on his return to Waésh- 
ington will ask for an agreement from 
the .White House that no American 
troops be sent acrogs the border, and 
also that the United States institute 
measures that will absolutely prevent 
the smuggling of arms and ammunition 
to, rebels ‘in Northern Mexico. This in- 
formation was given unofficially today. 

Decision to make these requests was 
reached at a conference between Séfior 
Bonillas and the Mexican Foreign Af- 
fairs Department before his departure 
for the United States, 


The Ambassador has been adithorined 
to state that the Mexican Government 
has amply sufficient means to prevent 
harm to American border towns in any 
possible fighting, without aid from the 
United States. 

It was also learned from unofficial, 
but reliable, sources that General Can- 
dido Aguilar, who is on a journey to 
the. United States.and Europe as Presi- 
dent Carranza’s confidential Ambassa- 
dor, carries no authority to make agfee- 
ments binding upon the Mexican Govern- 
ment, but is making. the trip simply to 
obtain information to aid the Govern- 
ment in fixing its foreign policy.

BERLIN, July 1.—Throughout Ger- 
many leggues, committees. associations, 


&c, are being formed with the object 
of preventing the handing over to the 
Entente of those persons whom, accord- 
ing to the treaty, it will shortly demand. 
Especially in South Germany ig there a 
great movement to shelter the persons 
concerned who hall from that part of 
the country. 

One of the Berlin organizations with 
2,000 members has told General von 
Deimling that it will act as his body- 
guard in the event of his name appear- 
ing ‘on the Entente’s list. Deimling will 
be remembered as the recipient of the 
notorious telegram from the Crown 
Prince during the Zabern troubles in 
which his Royal Highness approved 
the officers’ ‘brutal military attitude 
towards civilians at the little town, 
which is now French, 

The British Military Mission here was 
greatly surprised on receiving messages 
from London inquiring after the safety 
of its members and asking if any steps 
were necessary to insure it. English 
papers to hand today show how the 
belief has arisen in London that the 
situation is dangerous here. There are 
reports of battles in Berlin which in 
reality have only taken place in the 
vivid imaginations of correspondents in 
neutral. centres.

WITHDRAWAL IS BEGUN 


Pershing To Stay Until Final 
Arrangements: Have Been

_ PARIS, July 2.—If the Germans show 
a disposition to live up to the terms 
of peace the American Army on the 
Rhine will be reduced to a force of 6,000 
men. Announcement was made today 
that the last division of American troops 
would sail homeward in little more 
than two months, granted that Ger- 

many complies with the treaty. 

In the meantime a part of the Ameri- 
can Army of Occupation ceased to exist 
today. It will hereafter be composed 
of separate units. These as a combined 
body will be designated officially here- 


after as the American Forces in Ger- 
many or thé American Forces on the 
Rhine. 

The headquarters of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces at Chaumont will be 
closed July 15, and General Pershing 
will remove to Paris to rémain to the 
end of August or possibly to the end of 
September, dependent on when all the 
business connected with the Expedi- 
tionary Forces will be completed. He 
intends not to go home until the last 
detail of administration work concern- 
ing his command has been attended to 
and the Expeditionary Forces cease to 
be an entity.in name and in fact. 

“Our flag is here, our duty is here, 
our honor is here,’' said General Persh- 
ing at his Paris headquarters sehash 

“ And we-are not leaying until it is 
demonstrated to our satisfaction that 
the Germans will live up to their treaty 
obligations.”

The aim of the new as- 
sociation is to prepare for joint revo-u- 
tionary action in Asia and Africa after 
the definite conclusion of peace. 

Reliable information enables me to 
give a full account of this vast con- 
spiracy, the effect of which may already 
he traced in recent everts in Egypt, 
India, and Afghanistan. For ‘the first 
time, through the creation of a league, 
the racial and religious differencés 
which have divided Hastern conspirators 
have beén overcome. The Ottoman 
League, founded previously in Switzer- 
land by Mahmud Muktar Pasha, Munir 
Pasha, and Ahmed Rechid Bey, who re- 
fused to adopt the revolutionary methods 
of the younger members and were con- 
sequently soon forced to resign, has 
adhered to the new organization. So 
have the extreme Egyptian nationalists 
and the Hindu revolutionary group, 
** Pro India,’’ emissaries of which were 
recently senteficed in Zurich for bring- 
ing bombs into Switzerland during the 
war at the instigation of the German 
General Staff. 

At a “* Constituent Assembly "’ of the 
league, which took place in May, there 
were present, besides Young Turks, 
Egyptians and Hindus, delegates repre- 
senting. Persia, Afghanistan, Algeria, 
and Morocco, 

The league is, of course, of German 
origin. 
Baron von Wesendonck, formerly Di- 
rector of the Berlin Foreign . Office 
** Oriental Department,” created in the 
early days of the war to furment in- 
surrections ahd plots in British and 
French colonies with the aid of native 
agitators.

CALL GERMAN HUNGER REAL 


British Officers Report Silesian 
Workers’ Condition Desperate. 


LONDON, July 1.—Germany had a 
sound case in claiming early relief, ac- 
cording to reports of British officers 
who visited Silesia in April to ascertain 
the economic conditions prevailing in 
Germany. A White Paper issued to- 
night gives the text of their reports and 
the result of their investigations. 

It is said that there was a ‘genuine 
shortage of foodstuffs, and the health of 
the population had suffered so seriously 
that the working classes had reached 
such a stage.of desperation that they 
could not be trusted to keep the peace. 

The officers. obtained an_ intetview 
with Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau, 
then Foreign: Minister, who -repeated a 
statement. which he made at a secret 
Cabinet meeting in January to the ef- 
fect that Bolshevism was the only: sub- 
ject over which Germany and the En- 
tente could act together in the general 
interest.

ONE ARREST IN BROOKLYN 


Police and Federal Authorities Keep 
Close Watch~—No Evidence of 
Hard. Liquor Sales. 


‘‘War beer,” or beer containing 2.75} be 
per cent. alcohol by weight and 3.25 by 
volume, enjoyed its greatest day of pop- 
ularity and its first real test by the 
general public yesterday, when it was 
the only Hquid possessing more ‘than a 
reminiscence of the days that are past 
which could be purchased without t Aiit- 
ficulty. 

The hot weather drove thousands: by 
force of habit to the bars, where they 
stood under the electric fans and poured 
down ‘the foaming brown drafts. Cans 
were hur- 
ried to and fro at noon and in*the after- 
noon wherever building construction or 
street work was going en. The scene 
which mét the’ eye in saloons resém- 
bled the famillar appearance of, things 
before Tuesday. 

In some parts of the city “‘ war beer ’’ 
was apparently being drink at a greater 
rate than prevailed at any time this 
Summer or last, and this was probably 
the fact. Either because the ‘war 
beer ’’ is cheaper or because of a desire 
to popularize it with an indifferent pub- 
lic, the saloon keepers had generally 
got out their 1914 glasses and were sell- 
ing beer in what appeared to be whole- 
sale quantities, »y comparison with the 
*‘ ponies ’’ of beer which have been gen- 
erally served for 10 cents apiece for 


some months past. 

Instead of richly decorative - brewery 
advertisements, most of’ the saloon walls 
were plastered with advertisements for 
soft drinks, but there was very little 
business of this kind. On the sideboards 
in many of the places wére rye, eee 
Bourbon, gin, vermouth, brandy, an 
other. hard liquors which had not been 
cleared out on Monday night. Strangers 
who admitted a- thirst for any of these 
were- resolutely denied so much as a 
drop. It was understood that a long 
and devoted friendship for the barkeeper 
or proprietor would~do much in such 
cases, but there was very little, if any, 
open ‘defiance of the law. The law was 
apparently left. to execute itself and it 
worked automatically, with a fair degree 
of efficiency, as far as undisputed hard 
liquor was concerned. 


Many Hotels Resume Beer Sale. 


Most of the large hotels started out on 
July 1 by banning even war beer, but 
‘the apparent disposition of the Federal 
authorities to. postpone action against 
this beverage while#the question of its 
legality was before the courts resulted in 
the sale of beer in many of the hotel 
restaurants and cafés. The production 
ef 2.75 per cent. wine, by careful mixing 

of seltzer with claret and white wine, 
was gertierally abandoned in the saloons 
because this particular ‘‘ vanity ’’ had 
few admirers. Careful analysis of such 
wind as was sold would in most cases 
show it to be of about pre-war strength. 

Leonard H..Steinberg, 17 years old, of 
1,647 Bath Avenue, was arrested in 
Brooklyn yesterday by Policeman Fitz- 
simmons on the speige of selling whisky. 
Steinberg was at the place where his 
father was manager, when the police- 
man obtained the liquor. Steinberg in- 
sisted that the policeman did not buy 
the whisky, but took it without permis- 
sion and left the money to pay for it. 
This was the first arrest, but it was 
said yesterday that the Federal District 
"Attorneys, in Brooklyn and Manhattan 
were keeping close watch on the man- 
ner in which the law was being enforced 
and.were preparing to bring several 
cases to trial. The Federal officials said 
that. it was essential to have complete 
and flawless eases when’ they proceeded 
to trial, so that tne verdicts would prove 
strong deterrents to men who had not 
been Tactined to take the law seriously. 
The police, who. made the first arrest 
for violations:of the law, continued to 
keep a watch over the saloons to enforce 
the pdlice policy of stopping absolutely 
the sale of wh wet fa gin, and other un- 
questionably intoxicating drinks. Caba- 
rets continued to run on war beer and 
other light or soft drinks, most of them 
inflicting on their. guests frequent repe- 
titions of ‘‘How Dry I Am,” the 
‘jazz’’ bands ‘struggling to put a hys- 
terical note into the hymnal music. 


Studies Baltimore Decision. 


United States District Attorney Caffey 
spent some time yesterday considering 
the text of the decision of Federal Judge 
Rose of Baltimore sustaining a demurrer 
to a prosecution of brewers under the 
War Prohibition act, while the Hofman 
case brought in New York City is up 
for determination. This act, which made 
the country dry’on July 1, had by pro- 
visions which Wecame effective at an 
earlier date prohibited the use of food- 
stuffs for making intoxicating. liquors. 
The action was brought against the 
Standard Brewery for using foodstuffs 
to make ‘‘ war beer.’ While holding 
that Congress meant by this act to ban 
the manufacture of all liquors contain- 
ing. alcohol, Judge Rose pointed out in 
his decision that there was:-a doubt 
whether brewers should be prosecuted 
for acts whose legality or illegality had 
been acknowledged to be a close ques- 
tion by the five Federal Judges who 
have. passed on it. This decision of 
Judge Rose is considered highly: impor- 
tant. because of its expected: effect in 
putting a stop to prosecutions for the 
manufacture or sale of war beer until 
an act of Congress or an ultimate ju- 
dicial deécision has settled the matter 
entirely.

Liquor Dealers Invite Arrest for 
Making and Selling Beer. 


PHILADELPHIA, July -2.—Two test 
cases involving 2.75 per cent. beer, one 
regarding its. sdle, and the other its 
manufacture, were instituted by the 
Federal Government. here today, by ar- 
rangement’ with the Philadelphia Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association. 

Neil Bonner,. President of the liquor 
dealers, agreed to sell beer to agents 
of the’Department of Justice, and he 
immediately was arrested for a hearing 
later before a United States Commis- 
sioner. 

At the same time, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Francis: F. Kane asked 
Judge ..Dickinson in the Federal Court 
for ‘permission to file information 
against the Bergner & Engel Brewing 
Company, charging the company with 
manufacturing . beer containing more 
than one-half of 1 per cent. alcohol, 
and also using more than the legal al- 
lowance of grain. 

The request was granted, and the case 
will be argued Tomorrow. 

Members of the Liquor Deaters’ Asso- 
elation, at a meeting today, decided to 
remain closed until the prohibition ban 
is lifted. Nearly 1,400 saloon keepers at- 
tended the meeting, and the vote to close 
was unanimous. 

Accoéding to police reccrds, 341 saloons 
were open today for the sale of 2.75 per 
cent. beer. Five additional arrests were 


miade on. charges of selling sherry’ wine 
containing more than that per cent. of 
alcohol. 


_Higher Room Rent iff Hotels. 

BOSTON, July 2.—As -a means of 
Making up in part from loss of revenue 
at their bars, the hotels here today 
raised the rates. for, rooms 50 cents a 
person.

CANADA’S SENATE BARS 
PROHIBITION MEASURE 


Refuses to Continue War Order 
Against Liquor Transport 
for Year After Peace. 


OTTAWA, July 2.—By a vote of 23 to 
20, the Canadian Senate today refused 
to approve a measure confirming orders 
in Council passed during the war, which 
would continue in effect for twelve 
months after the signing of peace the 
ban against transportation of liquor 
from a ‘‘wet’’ to a ‘‘dry’’ province. 

The, measure was adopted several 
weeks .ago in the House of Commons 
by an overwhelming majority, but when 
the bill reached the Senate’ vital 
clauses were stricken out. 

The lower house refused to concur in 
the Senate amendment and the bill was 
returned to the upper chamber with a

Orders Atlantic City Inquiry. 

The “ wet" forces found little today 
which brought consolation to them. At- 
torney General Palmer directed that a 
thorough investigation by the Federal 


District Attorney be made of conditions 
in Atlantic City, where it was reported 
that alcoholic beverages of all kinds 
were being dispensed. He made it 
Plain that the Department of Justice 
would not permit a wide open town to 
exist, and s@id also that while local 
conditions to an extent ‘would govern 
‘the action of the Department of Justice 
in ‘beer cases’? complaints would be 
Prosecuted~pending a decision of the 
United States Supreme Court. 

As for a decision by the United States 
Supreme Court, there seems ‘to be. little 
hope of obtaining its opinion until Oc- 
tober or November, despite the fact that 
an appeal from the Baltimore decision 
which held -that beer containing not 
more than per cent. of alcohol may 
be sold will pressed as soon as pos- 
sible. The Supreme Court is not in 
session. Persons who manufacture or 
sell 2% per cent. beer pending the final 
decision will do so with the knowledge 
that they. may_be prosecuted later if 
the higher court. decides that such man- 
ufacture and sale is illegal. 

“ Wets ” Beek to Combine Bills. 

The ‘* wet”’ members of the)House Ju- 
diciary Committee tried to drive a wedge 
today into the plans of the ‘‘ drys,”’ who. 
wish to hurry. prohibition legislation 
through the House: These ‘‘-wets” said 
that they would endeavor to obtain sup- 
port from House members for consider- 
ation of both the wartime and constitu- 
tional enforcement acts at the same 
time. This policy has met opposition on 
the part of the “ drys,’’ including Chair- 
man Volstead of the committee and. Mr. 
Mondell .of Wyoming, the Republican 
floor leader. The final program for 
which they will fight a not ,been de- 
termined definitely tonight 

The ‘‘ wets,”’ it is said, feel that if 
they can force consid®ration of the two 
measures. simultaneously a much longer 
period will elapse vefore the final pas- 
sage of the enforcement legislation than 
if the sole proposition of wartime pro- 
hibition is taken up. Mr> Mondell, who 
has insisted that the wartime act be 
taken up by itself, has already admitted 
that quicker action could be secured on 
wartime prohibition than on a combina- 
tion of wartime and constitutional pro- 
hibition, 

Consideration of constitutional legisla- 
tion with “wartim= .taws will involve 
long debate over _numberless technical 
questions. Both “drys” and ‘ wets’ 
take the position that wartime enforce- 
ment laws, being designed for a tem-|! 
| cokage 4 period, will not need anything | 
ike the careful scrutiny that must be 
thrown around the permanent legisla- 
tion for the enforcement of constitu- 
tional ppohibition. 


To Debate Rights of States. 


-It is. predicted that much. debate will 
ensue over the rights of the States as 
compared with those of the Federal 
Government. Some. members of Con- 
gress already fake the attitude. that 
there 18 no necessity. whatever for a 
uniform system of enforcement, and that 
so long as the forty-eight States actually 
enforce the law they may efhforce it 
as they wish. Other Representatives 
and Senators argue that the system of 
enforcement must be the same through- 
out the nation. 

Whether Congress or the courts are 
to determine the alcoholic content of 
beer is another subject that is attracting |

Pecord, with. Majer Biddle and Rick- 
ard, the two judgea, will confer tomor- 
Tow morning with Willard, at which

National Titles. 


Mrs. George W. Wightman of Brook- 
iline, Mass., who recently won the 
women’s national: singles championship 
by defeating Marion Zinderstein at 
Philadelphia, has now won fifteen na- 
tional titles, which is a record that has 
never been equalled by any other woman 
in the history-of tennis in this country. 
Mrs. Wightman has now-.come into pos- 
session again of the title which she held 
eight years ago and which she has now 
captured for the fourth time. She. has 
also helped greatly in winning the na- 
tional doubles title four.times, the na 
tional mixed doubles five times, and the 
national indoor doudles once. Last Wir- 
ter she captured the national indoors 
singles championship. Mrs.. Wightman 
is the.mother of three children and has 
been a prominent figure in tennis for 
many years, 

The feat of regaining championship 
laurels after a lapse of eight years is 
hailed as one of the gréatest in tennis 
history and friends of Mrs. Wightman 
express the opinion that she will cap- 
ture -many more national titles before 
she retires from competition.

A forecast of foreign trade for the 
year which closed with June puts the 
exeess of exports.over imports at 
$3,704,000,000, or toward a hundred 
millions over the record, which was 
,that for 1918. Nor would it be sur- 
indie if the year which begins with 
the current month should again beat 
the record, already almost fabulous. 
Japan” and ourselves are the. only 
countries’ which increased their ex- 
ports of manufactures- during” the 
war, and it is: sure that in the first 
-year after the war no country. can 
compare with. the growth that is of- 
fered to us. We have put foreign 
Governments in our debt by over. -ten 
billions during the war.

The bankers’ profit is fair, consider- 
ing the unbalanced condition of the 
trade - exchanges, but the barkers 
themselves are leaders in the move- 
ment to promote foreign trade by re- 
ducing their profits on a scale fatal to 
the trade out of which the exchange 
profit arises.

We have.thus vast numbers of middle- 
class Americans living on salaries 
actually less than the wages of foreign 
hand laborers. And among these 
middle-class people the birth rate fs 
alarmingly small: Above all, the un- 
regulated influx of foreigners, ig- 
norant of our ways, has brought a 
loss in the vigor and integrity of our 
native institutions.

TWO RAILWAY RATE OPINIONS. 


Director General Hives and -Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner Woor- 
LEY are’ at the’ opposite poles of 
railway rate regulation opinion. ‘Ac. 
cordingly it .was disconcerting to 
find them in’ agreement’ that’ rail- 
way fates should not be raised, 
although all railway costs had been 
increased by the free movement of 
all other prices upward, while rail- 
way rates were artificially kept sta- 
tionary, except for a tardy~and lim- 
ited increase, which has not prevented 
an accrual of a deficit at the rate of 
rhundreds of millions annually, How- 
ever, there is this difference between 
a railway administrator and a_Com- 
missioner: the practical man changes 
his mind for cause. In an address at 
Philadelphia the Director General re- 
marks that freight rates are lower 
than ever before ‘‘ when tested by the 
‘* value of the unit ttansported and 
** the amount ‘of transportation which 
‘* that article transported will buy I 
** have had various.shippers core to 
**me.and urge that railroad rates 
“ought to be increased to. take care 
(of this situation. I don't suppose 
“that condition has ever before 
‘* existed..in this country ‘where the 
“shipping public has voluntarily 
‘*asked that rates should be in- 
** creased.’’ .. The. Director General 
would assuage his griéf if somebody, 
anybody, should relieve him from that 
nightmare. deficit, which increases 
with each month. 

But Commissicher Woo.uer ‘stands 
pat’’ and elaborates his. argument 
that railway rates should be. pegged 
below the cost of producing transpor- 
tation. His astonishing argument is 
that it is.‘‘ sounder economies to take

, BKATBRINODAR, SOUTH RUSSIA, 
June 17.~The camel-shaped front of 
Generali Denikin’s armies has now be- 
conie “a sort of irregular bilge which 
continues to swell out in all directions. 
It Would be tedious to recount in detail 
how the enemy’s forces have been 
crumbling. on the long line between 
Kharkov and the Volga, how his at- 
tempt to make a stand on the Middle 
Don failed and how Cossack patrols are 
scouring the country northward and 
roping in scattered and demoralizéd 
enemy units. ~ 

The Bolsheviki's Hindenburg line {s 
broken, systematic operations for the 
capture of ‘Tsaritsin ate well under 
Way, part of General Wrangel’s forces 
are afvancing southeast along the Vol- 
ga to Chornol, by. far the most im- 
portent town between Tsaritsin and 
Astrakhan, and the force that advanced 


across the dreary Astrakhan steppes} 


has reached the Volga rot far north of 
that Astrakhan town, and the fate of the 
Bolsheviki on the Lower Volga is sealed. 
‘ The insurgent Cossacks of the Upper 
Don now are wholly absorbed in Deni- 
kin'’s front, and beyond their Ime again 
the Co&sacks of the Khoper district. in| 
the extreme northeast of the Don terri- 
tory Have risen in their turn and will 
soon coalesce with their fellows. 

In country to northwest and west of 
these districts the rout is amazingly 
complete.. At and near Kharkov. the 
other day -there was a block of 130 
trains, consisting of 6,000 wagons con- 
taining Red troops in full retreat. Anti- 
Bolsheviki attacked the trains and dis- 
drméd many of the soldiers. Others of 
the Reds jumped off and stampeded as 
best they could. Cossacks are riding 
through woods full of Bolshevik! and 
are unattacked, so great is the panic 
these Cossacks inspire. Last week~270 
of Desiikin’s men forced the passage of 
the Northern Donetz against 3,000 of 
the enemy, 

Further, the Bolshevist morale is com- 
pletely smashed by the appearance of 
the British tanks, of Russian soldiers in 
British uniform and by the stimulating 
effect of Denikin’s Liberal proclama- 
tions the spell of Trotzky’s shrinking 
propaganda is broken. 

Trotaky has made superhuman efforts 
to stern the advance of the volunteer 
army. The late Emperor's train, in 
which Trotzky travels, barely escaped 
capture by Cossacks when -they seized 
Isium last week. In this train, Trotzky 
has a suite of expert propagandists, 
forty typists, and a printing press 
which has turned out. thousands .of 
léaflets and proclamations, and a news- 
paper called On the Road. One procla- 
mation now in my hands is dated 
“ Balaklea, June 6.’’ It threatens ter- 
rific penalties to all deserters, provo- 
cateurs, and fomentefs of panic, and 
is itself an eloquent testimony to the 
demoralization of the Red army. 

The 8th Soviet Army has beén an- 
nihilated, and the 8th and 13th are in 
full retréat. ‘Wherever possible Trot- 
aky’s ‘‘ mobilized peasantry’ stream 
over submissively into Denikin’s lines, 
where they are well treated; and in 
most cases trained to fight, and fight 
very well, in the Russian army against 
Bolshevism. 

The mining industry’s population and 
all the Donetz peoples have suffered 
under the Bolsheviki from extreme 
shortage of food, and on the whole they 
are well disposed towards the volunteer 
army, é¢specially now that food supplies 
are coming in. In the agricultural dis- 
tricts beyond the mining area food of 
all kinds is more plentiful. The fields 
aré sown in the rough peasant way, and 
stigar is fairly cheap. 

The Bolshevist troops in retreat have 
taken very little with m except large 
numbers of women. view of the 
contradictory reports about the ‘ na- 
tionalization of women’ by the Bolshe- 
viki this fact is noteworthy. This form 
of bashi-bazoukism is actually called 
‘* nationalization ’’ in the jargon of the 
Bol#heviki. Railway officials at sev- 
eral stations along the line of Bolshevist 
flight dwelt on this. A peasant woman 
discovered among Red soldiers taken 
prisoner by the Cossacks was examined 
by an experienced British officer. She 
declared that she had been torn from 
her husband by the Reds, and when 
she complained to the Bolshevist Com- 
missary Bhe was told that she was ‘ na- 
tlonalized’’’ and had become the prop- 
erty of the Soviet soldiers. Evidence 
of these facts. is irrefutable. Of a 
réport that at Mariupol shortly before 
its capture bourgois women were 
rounded up and nationalized I have no 
final confirmation. 

So far the evidence seems to show 
that this abominable measure, which is 
jatent in the Bolshévist theory and tem- 
per, is put into practice at moments of 
crisis or panic, and-that it is not uni- 
yvérsally applied only because of dread of 


popular revolt.

CALLS OFR STRIKE 
OF TELEGRAPHERS 


Konenkamp Says That the 
Union Could Not Muster 


Enough Strength. ; 
ASSAILS BURLESON COURSE 


Declares the Postmaster General 
Alded the Companies “ at 
Every Turn.” 


CHICAGO, July .2.—The strike of 
telegraphers which began June 11 was 
called off at noon today by 8. J. Kon- 
enkamp, President of the Commercial | » 
Telegraphers' Union of America, soon 
ng his return from Washington. 

A statement addressed to the members 
of the organization by President Kon- 
enkamp read in part: 

“When the present strike was de- 
clared against the telegraph companies 
under control of the wire administra- 
| tion, it was understood that it -would 
hot be madé an endurance contest. The 
strike was to be the final protest against 
the unfair and unjust treatment we 
have received since August, 1918, at the 
hands of the wire administration. 

“We realized that in order to make 
this protest effective it would be neces- 
sary to make the strike sufficiently 
acute to compel action. This does not/ d 
seém possible now either through our 
efforts or the effort of others we re- 
lied upon to help us. 

“* This is the view taken by many who 
are vitally interested in the success of 
the strike, and they agree with me that 
to submit the proposition to a vote of 
the membership would result in serious 
delay and disorganization. Acting upon 
this conclusion and with a view to serv- 
ing your best interests, I hereby declare 
the strike at an end, and you are in- 
structed to work without further delay. 

‘““You have made a gallant struggle 
for your rights as American working- 
men and women. You have sought a 
minimum of the things which the pres- 
ent Government administration says all 
workers should ehjoy. You have not 
only been denied these rights, but gov- 
ernmental agencies have been ‘used to 
prevent you getting them by exercising 
your own economic strength. 

“ We find that sending telegrams from 
city to city in suitcases is now permissi- 

ble, although Western Union officials 
were arrested for doing so a year are. 
We find that telegrams are being mailed 
without restriction. The be ge ag of. 
ficlals say the Government ooting 
the strike losses, thereby adding this 
factor to our o gare forces. 

‘*‘We are dou unfortunate in hav- 
ing to deal with a Governmental repre- 
sentative in the person of Mr. Burleson, 
who will yield no concession to the work- 
ers tnless it is forced from him, and in 
not being able to mustér enough strength 
within ‘our own ranks to compel him to 
give us a square deal. Despite all of 
his high sounding wofds, the fact re- 

mains that Burleson has fought us and 
aided the telegraph companies at every 
turn, and his party must take the blame. 

“Our struggle of over half a gentury 
for the right to organize and to bargain 
collectively will have to be continued. 
The Western Union propagen’s of the 
last year promoted by its paid agents 
has fooled too many of our co-workers 
into believing that there is an easier 
way of securin stice than has been 
found by org labor through years 
of experience. 

“The Postal Telegraph officials de- 
clined te furnish any tangible evidence 
that their.labor policy would 
ent from Me ney it has been in the past 
years. This is a deep disappointment 
to many who are, really and truly 
anxious i Cs gga Vek reciprocal Lrmetions 
between at company nio 
telegraph workers of the United States 
and Canada. 

‘The future, however, is not without 
hope. The principles for which we 
contend are going to prevail in_ the 
end. They —* prevail because they 
os bs ht. union will. continue its 
fi or the 2 detnattal rights of indus- 
tr at freedom.

it is understood that originally about 
all of this wads ‘sold in the United 
States.

Past Six Months’ Business Record 
Best in Nearly 40 Years. 


With. business mortality at new: low 
levels in recent months, says Dun’s Re- 
view, a gratifying insolvency state- 
ment for the first half of 1919 has been 
indicated, and the exhibit is.the best for 
in number of failures, in 
nearly forty years. Exclusive of banking 
and. other non-commercial failures, there 
were only 3,463 defaults covering the 
United States, in the six months ended 
June 30, 1919, with liabilities amounting 
to $68,710,886. Excepting 1880 and 1881,

COTTON HAS A DULL DAY. 


Little Activity, as News Does Not 
Inspire Broad Movements. 


Yesterday’s cotton market was ex- 
tremeiy dull. At timés there were flur- 


ries of activity, but they rarely lasted 
for long and, in the main accomplished 
practically nothing. The news.of the 
day was barren of anything that might 
have inspired broad movements. and 
quickened trading interest.and, with the 
double holiday approaching, a good 
many recent bulls were satisfied to take 
their profits and get out. The weekly 
weather report was poor, but it was no 
worse than had been expected and con- 
tributed littie,that was new or of mar- 
ketwise importance. 

At the start prices were firm, going 
up 15 to 20 points in the first hour. But 
after that consistent . selling pressure 
and very little new buying caused the 
market to ease off steadily until in the 
afternoon: the price level was: down 75 
to. 85 points on the day and 100 points 
or more below the early high fi 
The deciine, however, while considera- 
ble, did not make the market look es- 
pecially weak, and the undertone seemed 
firm, even when prices ‘were at their 
lowest. 

What is going on in cotton ‘now un- 
doubtedly is precisely what happened a 
month ago, when the market enjoyed a 
series of sensational advances in antici- 
pation of the Government's unfavorable 
crop report and then reacted sharply 
after the report was out. That cotton 
will come back strong seems assured, 
for unless. the oe crop suddenly 
and Unexpeciiar improves, sand -im- 
proves very materially, there is sure 
tobe a shortage later in the season. 
The world’s demands for the American 
staple are certain to be very cone 
probably: somewhere. between 17,000 
and .17,500,000 a and the ‘visible 
supply by oO b can hardly ‘be, much 
above 15.500, bales, if, in fact, it is 
that large. 

It will be recalled that in May the 
market rose to great heights and then 
reacted acd to more than 4 cents a 
pound, only to come back later to new 
high records. Now, after going close’ to 
35 cents for July and above 34-cents for 
the new crop. months, the market ts 
down to around 32% cents for July and 
well under 32 cents for the others. 
it is believed by many, simply reflects

Expert for Ratiways Company Puts 
Total at $87,000,000—Would 
Cost $126,000,000 Now. 


At the hearing- before Public’ Service 
Commissioner Lewis Nixon yesterday 
on the application of Job B. Hedges, as 
receiver of the New York Railways 
Company, for authority to charge 3 
cents for transfers at ninety-nine of the 
118 points. where transfers are now 
given without charge, a difference of 
opinion “developed between. Assistant 


Mr. Nixon as to the Comimissioner’s 
. Jurisdiction in the matter. 

Mr. Nixon wanted to know why there 
should be delay until Tuesday, when 
Federal Judge Mayer is expected to’re- 
turn the Eighth and Ninth Avenue lines 
to the owners because of the failure of 
thé company to pay the rentals due. 

Mr. Kohler replied by saying that it 
was not possible to abolish any of the 
transfer points while the company still 
operated the leased lines. He was sure 
that the entire system would have to be 
disintegrated before an order by the 
Commissioner abolishing any of the 
transfer points’ could become effective. 

Mr. Nixon wanted to know if Mr. 
Kohler thought it would be in the in- 
terest of the public to break up the 
system before.a just rate of fare could 
be fixed, and added, “ I am approaching 
this matter with an open mind.’’ 

In reply. to a question by Mr. Nixon 
whether the city, administration ques- 
tioned his authority to make a fair ad- 
justment of the matter, . Mr. Kohler 
said that the receiver was proceeding on 
the theory that all of the leased prop- 
erty should be held, but was taking 
advantage of the situation by asking tor 
permission to charge for transfers at 
ninety-nine free points. He admitted 
that it was up to the city to show that 
the receiver’s application could not be 
granted. 

$60,000,000 Valuation Debated. 


Mr. Kohler asked for further delay in 
order that he might have an opportu- 
nity to examine the various estimates 
submitted as to the value of the prop- 


erty. 

He explained that this was necessary 
ff a fair basis .for proceeding was to 
be obtained. In the meantime, he said, 
it would not be possible for -him. prop- 
erly to cross-examine witnesses. 

Commissioner Nixon replied that, 
while he did not care to commit him- 
self, he was inclined to consider that 
$60,000,000 would represent the value of 
the property. He thought that if Mr. 
Kohler could submit his idea of the 


value by Monday an adjournment to 
that’ date mi : 

The time w too. short, Mr, Kohler 
replied, and even if it was decided that 
$60,000,000 was the value of the prop- 
erty there were other questions that 
needed looking into. One of these 
questions, he said, concerned the wer 
of the Commissioner to authorize a 
transfer charge. 

Henry L. Stimson, of counsel for the 
receiver, interposed to say that, even if 
it was decided that $60, og? Was the 
value of the property, it was ,000 
more than ‘was needed to cal’ for the 
relief asked for. 

Mr. Ntxon tried to obtain from Mr. 
Kohler just what the city's position was, 
and whether it-had reached any de- 
cision as.to the value of the property, 
but Mr. Kohler replied that he had not 
had sufficient time in which to investi- 
gate the subject to warrant an answer 
to the question. 


Expert Sees Cost Doubled Now. 


After Mr. Nixon directed Mr. Kohler 
to proceed with the cross-éxami!nation 
of witnesses, C. F. Ubelacker, an ex- 
pert engineer, was called and repeated 
his testimony of Monday, to the effect

reproduce it. Mr. Kohler said he wanted 
to examine the witness later regarding 
the increase in.net revenue that a trans- 
fer charge of 3 cents would produce.
